This  was  adequately  advertised 
and  all  the  schools  in  my  district  wore  visited  on  throe  occasions 


when  the  injections  were  given.  ^ , 

A modified  procedure  was  adopted  later  in  the  year  when, owing  to 
the  fact  that  the  majority  of  the  children  were  immunised  on  the 
first  occasion, they  wore  asked  on  the  second  occasion  to  attend 
at  a certain  definite  time  and  place. 

This  method  is  proving  very  satisfactory  andtho  response  is  very 


good.. 

A.P.T.v/as  used  and  it  was  found  that  the  reactions  were  very 
slight  being  limited  to  occasional  soreness  and  pain  at  tho  site 
of  injection  and  sometimes  a slight  rise  of  temperature. 

The  following  figures  show  tho  number  of  children  who  have  been 
immunised  and  the  percentages.

All  children  between  the  ages  of  1 year  and  15  years  wore  given 
the  chance  to  become  immune  and  it  is  proposed  to  offer  the  same 
facilities  in  the  summer  of  each  year  in  future. The  above  figures 
refer  to  tho  whole  of  tho  Northern  Combined  Districts,
